1. A DEMONSTRATION SPONSORED BY THE ARGENTINE POLITICAL YOUTH 
UPA), A COORDINATING BODY FOR VARIOUS-MOSTLY LEFTIST- 
POLITICAL YOUTH GROUPS, WAS BROKEN UP IN DOWNTOWN BUENOS AIRES 
ON MARCH 1. SOME INIURIES BUT NO DEATHS WERE REPORTED. TEAR GAS 
AND MASS ARRESTS WERE EMPLOYED BY POLICE IN DISPERSING THE 
DEMONSTRATORS. ALL BUT 1 1 OF THE 460 ARRESTED WERE RELEASED 
THE NEXT DAY. 

2. THE PURPOSE OF RALLY WAS TO PROTEST THE ARREST OF QUIETO AND 
CARIDE AND THE TREATMENT OF OTHER LEFTISTS AND TO DEMONSTRATE 
SUPPORT FOR THE "POPULAR GOVERNMENT." 

3. COMMENT: IT IS IRONIC THAT NUMBER ARRESTED IS THE HIGHEST 
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WHETHER DEMONSTRATION WOULD HAVE BEEN ALLOWED WERE IT NOT FOR 
THE CORDOBA SITUATION IS MOOT POINT. ONE MEMBER OF PRC WHO 
ALONG WITH PARTY LEADER HORACIO SUELDO TRIED TO REACH PLAZA 
CONGRESO COMMENTED THAT WHILE THERE NO DEATHS, POLICE TACTICS 
WERE MOST HEAVY-HANDED THEY HAD OBSERVED SINCE LAST DAYS 
OF ORGANIA.
